He also from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of Susan V. Carder, of Morgan county, praying that she may 
by special enactment of law, be divorced from her husband, report- 
ed that by the third section of article eleyen of the constitution, it 
is provided that relief shall not be granted, by special legislation 
in such cases. i 

He also from the samé committee, who were directed to inquire 
and report as to the expediency of confirming marriages made un- 
der authority of licenses issued by the clerk of the county court of 
Wyoming county, since the 20th day of June, 1863, reported as 
follows : 

In the opinion of the committee, though a marriage license may 


have been irregularly issued, the validity of the marriage is not in 
any way affected thereby, if it be in other respects lawful. Were-

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fer to section 7 of the 108th chapter of the Code of Virginia, 2nd 
Edition. 

That if a marriage be void, in the opinion of the committee, an 
act of the legislature will not make it valid. Marriage is a con- 
tract between the parties. ‘Its essential requisite is the consent of 
the parties. The Legislature cannot make a contract between two 
parties or consent for them. . 

That by the sixth section of the ordinance to provide for the or- 
ganization of the state of West Virginia, passed by the late con- 
stitutional convention on the 19th of February, 1863, all officers 
acting within the forty-eight counties referred to in said Ordinance 
and now included in this State, on the 20th day of June, 1863, by 
authority of the laws of Virginia, were to continue to exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of their respective offices until the 
officers elected under the constitution of this State for the discharge 
of similar duties were qualified. Under this provision, your com- 
mittee think it was proper and right for the clerk ofthe county 
court of Wyoming, to continue to exercise his power and discharge 
his duty of issuing marriage licenses until the Recorder of that 
county was elected, and qualified for the discharge of similar duties. 
It does not appear that the licenses in question were issued after 
the Recorder was so qualified. The committee therefore respect- 
fully report that it is inexpedient to legislate upon the subject.

Mr. Goff, on behalf of the Committee on.Taxation and Finance, 
who were directed to inquire and report as to the expediency of al- 
lowing Sheriffs till December 31, 1864, to return delinquent list for 
1863, reported adversely thereon. i 

He also on behalf of the same committee, who were difected to 
inquire and report as to the-expediency of allowing increased com- 
pensation to sheriffs and other officers, reported adversely thereon. 

Mr. Lamb, from the Committee on the Judiciary who were di- 
rected to inquire and report as to the expediency of allowing Union 
men who have been robbed of their property by the rebels, to set- -- 
off the loss thus sustained by them, against any debt they may owe 
to those who have aided in the rebellion; and of providing by law 
that the property of soldiers who have served out their time of en- 
listment, or have been honorably discharged, shall not be taken to 
pay debts due to rebels, reported as follows: 


_ “By the first section of the act to provide for the forfeiture of 
property in this State belonging to the enemies thereof, every per- 
son who shall aid or abet the so-called Confederate States, or the 
rebel state government at Richmond, in any invasion of this State or 
hostile action against the same, or shall conspire with others to es- 
tablish or maintain within this State, or any part thereof, the au- 
thority of the said Confederate States or of the said rebel state 
government; or who shall accept, hold or exercise any office, com- 
mission or authority under the said Confederate States or the said 
rebel state government, unless compelled so to do by duress or just 
fear of life, limb or personal liberty, ts declared a public enemy. 

“By the nineteenth section of the same act, if any suit or proceed- 
ing, of whatever nature it may be, is instituted, it is a sufficient de- 
fense to show that the claimant is an enemy of the State within the 
above description ; and the courts, are directed to prevent the exe- 
cution of any judgment, decree or deed of trust for the benefit of 
any such claimant. 

“A fall, complete and efficient protection, your committee think, 
is given by this act to Union men who are indebted to rebels. If 
they have been robbed of their property, it is useless to provide 
that they may set-off the damage sustained against debts which 
the rebels are prohibited from collecting. If they have served out 
their time in the Union army, or been honorably discharged there- 
from, it is useless to pass an additional law to say their property 
shall not be taken to pay debts to rebels, since we have already said 
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the rebel should not collect his debts from any one. We cannot 
make a law more positive, or increase its efficiency by repeating it.

Mr. Ruffner, from the Committee on Taxation and Finance, report- 
ed back Senate Bill No. 11, “a Bill appropriating the public reve- 
nue for the fiscal year 1863-4, and a part of the fiscal year 1864-5,” 
with the following amendments: = 

st. In line 1, (printed Bill,) strike out “the surplus of,” and in- 
sert the words “and unexpended,” after “made” in the same line. 

2d. In line 48, strike out “two and insert “one.” 

3d. After line 75 add: DE- 

To W. H. Copley, of Wayne County, for expenses in taking care 
of records of said county, fifteen dollars. 

To the Clerk of the House of Delegates for services in recess, two 
sessions, one hundred dollars. 

The same gentleman, from the same committee, reported back, 
without amendment, Senate Bill No. 18, “a Bill to release the taxes 
for"1861, 1862, and 1863, on property in certain counties.” 

Mr. Lamb, from the Committee on the Judiciary, reported back 
Senate Bill No. 17, “a Bill to authorize suits in Lewis county, in 
cases heretofore cognizable in the courts of Braxton county,” and 
recommended its passage. 

He also, from the same committee, to whom was referred House 
Bill No. 64, “a Bill to authorize the New Creek Mining Company 
to issue preferred stock,” expressed the opinion of the committee 
that a special Act on the subject would be in contravention of the 
State Constitution ; but that the subject matter of the bill was proper 
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for a general law. He therefore reported back the bill accompanied 
by “a Bill to allow corporations to issue preferred stock.” 

He also, from the same committee to whom were referred House 
Bill No. 44, “a Bill to establish the fees of recorders,” and House 
Bill No. 65, “a Bill providing compensation for recorders in certain 
cases,” reported back the same with a bill in lieu thereof, entitled, 
“a Bill to regulate the allowances to recorders.” 

He also, from the same committee, after an inquiry into the ex- 
pediency of passing a law to relieve certain counties of the State in. 
which the war has prevented the people from paying debts contract- 
ed before the commencement of the war, by staying the collection 
of the same or otherwise, reported it inexpedient. 

He also, upon sundry petitions for and against a revival of the 
stay law, reported it inexpedient to legislate on the subject. 

He also reported adversely upon the resolution directing the 
committee to inquire into the expediency of allowing county sur- 
veyors to take acknowledgments of deeds, and the resolution di- 
recting an inquiry concerning the expediency of providing for the 
relief of those who have lost patents, deeds, or other papers. 

He also returned House Bill No. 81, “a Bill to provide for. Union 
men who have been robbed of their property,” and reported that 
the committee had been unable to devise ày method of accomplish- 
ing the object of the bill without encountering very great difficul- 
ties and embarrisment, and asked to be discharged from the further 
consideration of the subject. 

The following message was reported from the Senate:
